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In The Last Days - Apostasy

God in His infinite mercy and 
goodness has inaugurated a de- 
finite and blessed plan whereby 
fallen and sinful man may find his 
way back to the Father’s bosom. 
It would hardly seem necessary to 
re-state that plan or doctrine in 
any article that might be written 
to God’s real sheep, with the open 
Bible constantly in their posses- 
sion, backed by the continual 
preaching of the Word under the 
anointing of the Holy Ghost. And 
yet, that same Word says, “There 
shall come a falling away” (apos- 
tasy). Just what is the kernel, so 
to speak, of this foretold apostasy? 
In simple words, it is the denial of 
the all-sufficient power of the 
blood of Christ alone, to save and 
cleanse from all sin and sins. The 
Word says, “There shall be false 
teachers among you, who privily 
shall bring damnable heresies, 
even denying the Lord that bought 
them.” 


We who are saved and_sancti- 
fied have been redeemed by the 
precious blood of Christ, bought 
and paid for by a_ price beyond 
man’s power to grasp or realize. 
In Eph. 2:8, 9 we read, “For by 


grace are ye saved through faith; 
and that not of your selves; it is 
the gift of God, NOT OF WORKS, 
lest any man should boast.” How 
long the apostasy had been creep- 
ing in before the Church of Rome 
came upon the scene, I am not pre- 
pared to say. I have never spent 
much time in the study of the vis- 


ible church of secular history, my 
time has been too precious for 
that. But I do know that in this 
one cardinal point—the substitu- 
tion of good works for the Holy 
Ghost—lies the great gulf that se- 
parates her from the true Church 
of God, and brands her as_ apos- 
tate. 

Protestantism, so-called, which 
has gradually developed into a Ba- 
bel of isms (and today in its mod- 
ern mold, is far removed from 
God’s plan and pattern), has fallen 
upon the same stumbling-stone, 
and leaving the Holy Ghost com- 
pletely out of its program, loud- 
ly proclaims good works as_ the 
means of salvation. The gospel of 
“do” is heard upon every hand; 
and uplift of the social order, hu- 
manitarianism, child welfare and 
eugenics, are being taught, and the 
old-time doctrine of justification 
by faith, sanctification by the 
blood of Jesus, and power and glo- 
ry as obtained alone through the 
Holy Ghost, are either denied or 
sneeringly put aside. And yet, as 
plain as this is to every member of 
the body of Christ, we find the 
same things stealing into God’s 
Church in these last awful days. 
There is now, and ever has been, 
but one way to Heaven, and to a 
place in the Kingdom, and it is The 
Way of Holiness, a spiritual way 
as opposed to the way of man’s 
own efforts. Man can and must re- 
pent, believe, accept; but God thru 
supernatural power must trans- 


form man into a spiritual being, 
who walks alone by faith and is 
led on to the final goal by the Holy 
Ghost. We are exhorted to “strive 
to enter in;” “cleanse ourselves 
from all filthness of the flesh and 
spirit,” it is true, but we that are 
spiritual know that back of all this 
there must be the presence or pro- 
ducing power of the Holy Ghost 
or we will go down in absolute 
failure. 


No one will ever gain Heaven or 
a place in the future Kingdom by 
his or her own good works. These 
must be prompted and energized 
by the Holy Ghost, and when we 
who are banded together as repre- 
sentatives of the Great Church of 
God, begin to let the WORKS- 
TEACHING in, right then the 
APOSTASY has started, and if not 
stamped out by the leaders and 
the ones in authority, it will only 
be the beginning of the end for 
our beloved church, and others 
who are true to the Spirit’s lead- 
ing will push out and separate 
themselves into that chosen REM- 
NANT that God has promised to 
Himself, as surely as the unchang- 
ing Word of God stands. 

In Isaiah’s day, when the apos- 
tasy was well advanced, they said, 
“Prophesy not unto us_ right 
things, speak unto us SMOOTH 
things, prophesy deceits.” I hurt a 
dear brother’s feelings once by re- 
marking upon the signs of the last 
days as dealt with in this word 
“apostasy,” in connection with our 
own beloved church. His love and 
zeal for the church was so great 
that it blinded him to the plain 
facts about him, as is so often the 
case, but the apostasy is foretold, 
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beloved, in God’s Word, and it will 
not do to pass it over to the Bap- 
tists, Methodists, Presbyterians, 
etc., alone. It was not foretold as 
regards isms and scisms, and Ba- 
bylonian organizations (indeed it 
is this same apostasy that has pro- 
duced them), but it is to take place 
in God’s Church in the last days. 
Paul says, “There will come a fall- 
ing away.” If we are the Church 
of God, and I for one believe it, 
then apostasy is among us.” Let 
God be true and every man a liar.” 
and the sooner we believe the 
Word, and our overseers and lead- 
ers get busy, the better. 

There is not a man in all the 
world that believes in good works 
any more thoroughly than I do. I 
have been preaching HOLINESS 
for over fifteen years, in church 
buildings, school houses, canning 
factories, dairy barns, empty 
stores, decks of ships, and on the 
corners of city streets from Massa- 
chusetts to Florida. I have been 
spit at, cursed and belittled in 
many places, for my plain out- 
spoken defense of the dear OLD 
BOOK that we all love, and yet I 
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have never been forced to put good 
works into the Gospel of grace as 
taught by the Apostle Paul and 
those others whom Jesus chose to 
carry on after He left for glory. 


Good works are the outcome of 
our salvation, the natural by-pro- 
duct, so to speak, and will come to 
the sanctified person as easily and 
as naturally as the fruit grows on 
the healthy tree, and they will re- 
ceive their full reward at _ the 
“Bema” of Christ, be sure of that, 
but to make them the means of 
entrance into Heaven or the rap- 
ture either one, is to give the lie 
not only to Bible teaching, but to 
the great spirit-anointed messages 
that have been delivered time and 
again in all of our ears, through 
the most spiritual ministers and 
teachers that God has given us. 


Good works have their place in 
God’s plan, but let us beware how 
we put them in the place of the 
Holy Ghost. This is Roman Cath- 
olic teaching, and when carried to 
its fullness, destroys the gospel 
message and brings in the aposta- 


sy. 


The Sounding of 
the Seven Trumpets - Rev. 8

I have recently received a letter 
asking that I write on this subject. 
While there are others more capa- 
ble of doing so, probably I will stir 
them to do so by trying to do my 
best. They will be able to see what 
mistakes I make and make it more 
interesting for those who love the 
Word of the Lord, so here goes. 

Introductory 

First, we notice Rev. 4:4, “And 
round about the throne were four 
and twenty seats: and upon the 
seats I saw four and twenty elders 
sitting, clothed in white raiment.” 
The second verse tells us_ there 
was some one who sat on _ the 
throne. Now we have the picture 
seen by John—a throne and one 
sat on it, and twenty-four seats 
and twenty-four elders _ sitting 
clothed in white raiment and on 
their heads crowns of gold. There 
was lightnings and _ thunderings 
proceeding from the throne, and 
voices .There were seven lamps of 
fire burning before the throne, 


which are the seven spirits of God.

Before the throne there was a sea 
of glass like unto crystal. Notice, 
John sees this sea again in Rev. 
15:2, “And I saw as it were a sea 
of glass mingled with fire,’ etc. 
Throne 

“And in the midst of the throne, 
and round about the throne, were 
four beasts full of eyes before and 
behind,” Rev. 4:6. The 7th verse 
explains the likeness of the beasts. 
These four beasts rest not day nor 
night, saying, “Ifoly, holy, holy, 
Lord God Almighty, which was, 
and is, and is to come.”’ Now the 
twenty-four elders fall down be- 
fore Him that sits on the throne 
and worship him and cast their 
crowns before him, “Thou art 
worthy, O Lord, to receive glory 
and honor and power: for thou 
hast created all things, and for thy 
pleasure they are and were creat- 
ed.” 

God and His Son 

Chapter five. “I saw in the right 
hand of him that sat on the throne 
a book written within and on the 
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backside, sealed with seven seals.” 
We read of other sealed books that 
were to be revealed later dn the 
last days, of which we may write 
more about at-a later date. Juhn ‘ 
now sees a strong angel, probably 
Gabriel or Michaei, as these are 
two of the archangels, proclaiming 
with a loud voice. “Who is worthy 
to open the book, and to loose the 
seals thereof?’”’ Who? My brother, 
of all that have stood true—Abra- 
ham, Job, Isaac, Paul, Stephen, 
and many others who gave their 
lives for the gospel’s sake—there 
wasn’t a man tound in heaven nor 
in earth, neither under the earth, 
who was able to open the book, 
neither to look thereon. 
Who Then 

“And one of the elders saith un- 
to me (John), Weep not: behold, 
the Lion of the tribe of Juda.” 
“Behold the Lamb of God that tak- 
eth away the sin of the world.” 
Behold the man! Behold—it 
sounds so good to me, how I like 
to behold Him. Probably you be- 
held Him as the lamb, now behold 
Him as a lion. You have known Him 
as only a man and then as a lamb, 
when He was before His persecu- 
tors, but now look, He is the King 
of kings. Hallelujah to the Son of 
the living God. “Behold the Lion 
of the tribe of Juda, the Root of 
David, hath prevailed to open the 
book, and to loose the seven seals 
thereof.” 

The Lion of the Tribe of Judah 

Gen. 49:8-12, “Judah, thou art 
he whom thy brethren shall praise: 
thy hand shall be in the neck of 
thine enemies; thy father’s chil- 
dren shall bow down before thee. 
Judah is a lion’s whelp: from the 
prey, my son, thou art gone up: 
he stooped down, he couched as a 
lion ,and as an old lion; who shall 
rouse him up? The sceptre shall 
not depart from Judah (sceptre 
meaning royal power), nor a law- 
given from between his feet, until 
Shiloh come; and unto him shail 
the gathering of the people be. 
Binding his foal unto the vine, and 
his ass’ colt unto the choice vine 
(type of blood) ; he washed his gar- 
ments in wine ,and his clothes in 
the blood of grapes. His eyes shall 
be red with wine, and his teeti 
white with milk.” 

Balaam, after his eyes were 
opened and he wasin a_ trance, 
said these words of prophecy, “! 
shall see him, but not now: |! 
shall behold him, but not nigh: 
there shall come a Star out of Ja- 
cob, and a Sceptre shall rise out 
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of Israel (Jacob of whom came Ju- 
dah, the old lion of whom came 
the young lion), and shall smite 
the corners of Moab, and destroy 
all the children of Sheth. And 
Edom shall be a possession, Seir 
also shall be a possession for his 
enemies; and Israel shall do val- 
iantly. Out of Jaocb shall come he 
that shall have dominion, and shall 
destroy him that remaineth of the 
city,”” Num. 24:17-19. 

Matt. 2:6, “And thou Bethlehem, 
in the land of Judah, are not the 
least among the princes of Judah: 
for out of thee shall come a Gov- 
ernor, that shall rule my people 
Israel.” 

This should be _ satisfactory 
proof that the Lion of the tribe of 
Judah is the Son of God. 

The Roaring of the Lion 

Amos 3:4, “Will a lion roar in 
the forest, when he hath no prey? 
will a young lion cry out of his 
den, if he have taken nothing?” 
V. 8, “The lion hath roared, who 
will not fear? the Lord God hath 
spoken, who can but prophesy?” 

Psa. 104:21, “The young lions 
roar after their prey, and seek 
their meat from God.” 

Jer. 25:30-33, “Therefore pro- 
phesy thou against them all these 
words, and say unto them, The 
Lord shall roar from on high, and 
utter his voice from his holy hab- 
itation; he shall mightily roar 
upon his habitation; he shall give 
a shout, as they that tread the 
grapes, against all the inhabitants 
of the earth. A noise shall come 
even to the ends of the earth; for 
the Lord hath a controversy with 
the nations, he will plead with all 
flesh; he will give them that are 
wicked to the sword, saith the 
Lord. Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
Behold, evil shall go forth from 
nation to nation, and a_ great 
whirlwind shall be raised up froin 
the coasts of the earth. And the 
slain of the Lord shall be at that 
day from one end of the earth even 
unto the other end of the earth; 
they shall not be lamented, nei- 
ther gathered, nor buried; they 
shall be dung upon the ground.” 

Joel 3:16-18, “The Lord also 
shall roar out of Zion, and utter 
his voice from Jerusalem; and the 
heavens and the earth shall shake: 
but the Lord will be the hope of 
his people, and the strength of the 
children of Israel. So shall ye 
know that I am the Lord your God 
dwelling in Zion, my holy moun- 
tain: then shall Jerusalem be holy, 
and there shall be no strangers 
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pass through her any more. And it 
shall come to pass in that day, that 
the mountains shall drop down 
new wine, and the hills shall flow 
with milk, and all the rivers of Ju- 
dah shall flow with waters, and a 
fountain shall come forth of the 
house of the Lord, and shall water 
the valley of Shittim.” 

Now back to the fifth chapter of 
Revelation, v. 6, 7, “In the midst 
of the throne and of the four 
beasts, and in the midst of the eld- 
ers, stood a Lamb as it had been 
slain, having seven horns and sev- 
en eyes, which are the seven Spir- 
its of God sent forth into all the 
earth. And he came and took the 
book out of the right hand of him 
that sat upon the throne.” A plain 
statement that Jesus, the Lamb, 
the Lion, the man, is not God but 
the Son of God as recorded in 
Luke 1:35. The beasts and elders 
fall down before the Lamb having 
every one of them harps and gol- 
den vials full of the odors, which 
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are the prayers of the saints, and 
then a new song is sung, saying, 
that He (Jesus) was worthy to 
take the book and to open the 
seals because He had been slain, 
and redeemed them to God by His 
blood out of every kindred, tongue, 
people, and nation, and had made 
them kings and priests, and that 
they shall reign on the earth. 
Now hear the number of the 
beasts, elders, and angels: 10,000 
times 10,000, and thousands of 
thousands. Think of all this num- 
ber saying with a loud voice, 
“Worthy is the Lamb that was 
slain, to receive power and riches, 
and wisdom and strength, and 
honor, and glory, and blessing.” 
Then every creature in heaven, on 
earth, under the earth, in the sea, 
was heard saying, “Blessing, and 
honor, and glory, and power, be 
unto him that sitteth on the 
throne (Who? God.), and unto the 
Lamb (Jesus) for ever and ever.”

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THE WONDERFUL MAYAS 
By J. H. Ingram 


Jardin De Las Rosas, Guatema- 
la, C. A., June 11, 1934. 


Introduction 

In my last article I gave the ac- 
count of my arrival in Maya-land, 
Central America, including a re- 
port on the last stage of the 3,200 
mile trip overland from Long 
Beach, Calif., so I thought some- 
thing with reference to the won- 
derful people called the Mayas 
might be appreciated by our read- 
ers at this time. 

The Mayas (pronounced Mah- 
yahs) and their descendants make 
up the larger part of the popula- 
tion of the Republic of Guatemala 
today, and I hope to give you a re- 
port on my experiences among 
these primitive people at a later 
date, but for the time I wish to 
carry you in your minds into the 
vague past. 

The Mayan Farmers 

Mayan history dates back to 
about 200 A. D., and the Mayas 
themselves, who lived in the low- 
land country on the eastern side 
of Central America in what is now 
Guatemala, were farmers. Both 
men and women worked in the 
fields which they cleared in the 
tropical forest. The climate was 
warm and moist, and the soil was 
rich, so farming was easy in the 
Maya country. As a result of the 
rich crops which the fields pro- 
duced, these Indians came to de- 
pend almost entirely upon agricul- 
ture for their food, and they in- 
creased in number until] they be- 
came a very numerous people. 

Their Religion 

Because the food supply was 
plentiful and came easy at most 
any season of the year, the Mayas 
had time to work toward a higher 
and finer life. Like our Indians of 
the eastern forests, they were 
very religious, believing in both 
good spirits and bad. The medicine 
men among them increased in 
power and became priests. These 
priests led the people to a wonder- 
ful life, considering the fact every- 
thing they said and did was origi- 
nal with them, whereas, the aver- 


age human being of our day only 
possesses five per cent of origi- 
nality. 

Under the leadership of the 
priests these people built great py- 
ramids of stone and placed on top 
of them beautiful temples. Near 
these places of worship they 
erected other buildings of stone 
where the priests and nobles liv- 
ed. About these temples grew up 
cities containing thousands, per- 
haps sometimes more than a hun- 
dred thousand, people. Every five 
years the priests and the leading 
men of the cities set up a great 
monument to mark the passing of 
the years and to record the events 
of Maya history. The priests in- 
vented writing and the faces of the 
monuments were carved with 
Maya words, a few of which can 
be read today. In the temples and 
the houses where they lived, the 
priests kept the books of the 
Mayas, three of which have been 
preserved. The faces of the tem- 
ples and the monuments were 
carved with beautiful designs. The 
Mayas were not only artists, as the 


pictures painted on the walls in- 
side their buildings go to show, 
but they were more. The priests 


watched closely the sun, the moon, 
and the evening star. As_ these 
moved across the sky from east to 
west, they carefully set down what 
they saw and then made a calen- 
dar which was more correct than 
the one used by Columbus when 
he sailed forth in search of this 
“the new world.” The Aztecs of 
Mexico likewise invented a calen- 
dar remarkable for its accuracy. It 
is carved upon a rock the face of 
which is circular, and resembles an 
old-time millstone. I had hoped to 
see it while in Mexico City but the 
museum where it is kept was clos- 
ed at the time of day I was there. 
However, I did succeed in getting 
a picture of it. Nations are said to 
be civilized when they become self- 
governing and their people know 
how to read and write their own 
language. 

The Mayas had no horses, no 
cattle; they had no iron tools, yet. 
in spite of these handicaps which 
they shared with other Indians, 
their religious leaders brought 
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them from a simple life like that 
lived by our North American 
tribes of the eastern forests, to a 
condition of living rivaling that of 
their civilized European conquer- 
ors. The builders of the prehistoric 
pyramids and temples of Egypt 
and Palestine doubtless had at 
least beasts of burden to use in 
their work, but not so with the 
Mayas, and it is mystifying when 
one thinks about how they pilea 
these great stones to such heights 
in carrying out the building pro- 
gram of their day. It makes me 
feel like saying with ‘the writer of 
Ecclesiastes, “All things are full of 
labor, man cannot utter it: the eye 
is not satisfied with seeing, nor the 
ear filled with hearing,” Eccl. 1:8. 

The Wandering of the Mayas 

About the year 600 something 
happened, no one knows’ what, 
that made the Mayas flee from 
their cities in Guatemala. The 
writer after pondering over the 
question was just wondering if it 
was not the coming of volcanic 
eruptions and earthquakes, which 
have since caused much damage 
and resulted in the loss of many 
lives. But be that as it may, they 
never returned and were wander- 
ers for three hundred years, until 
they finally settled in Yucatan far 
to the north of their earlier home, 
where they again began to build 
stone cities. 

The League of Mayapan 

Eccl. 1:9 says, “The thing that 
hath been, it is that which shall be; 
and that which is done is that 
which shall be done; and there is 
no new thing under the sun.” I 
would like to say a lot of things 
with reference to this text but 
space will not permit, nevertheless, 
study it in the light of prophecy. 
To say the least, our modern Lea- 
gue of Nations is “no new thing 
under the sun.” Life in Yucatan 
was like that in Guatemala. Rul- 
ing each of the cities was a great 
lord, almost a king. His power ex- 
tended beyond the border of the 
city to the fields and the farm vil- 
lages which lay around it. About 
the time of the first crusade in 
Europe three of the chief cities of 
Yucatan joined themselves togeth- 
er in a league called the League of 
Mayapan, after one of the cities. 
So the Mayas established a new 
government, more powerful than 
any they had known before, which 
kept peace among their people. 
The Passing of the Maya Civiliza- 

tion 
After about two hundred years 
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a great lord of the city of Mayapan 
arose and destroyed the league and 
made himself ruler over all the 
Mayas. After a time other cities 
became jealous of the ruler of 
Mayapan and were unwilling to 
live under the command of the 
great lord, so long and bitter wars 
followed. A plague of yellow fever 
swept the country. They lost their 
art and their old-time learning. So 
many people died of war and fever 
that there were not enough left to 
work in the fields to produce food. 
Less than twenty-five years before 
Columbus discovered America they 
began a second time to leave their 
beautiful cities behind, as they 
started out to wander some more. 
Columbus while sailing along the 
coast of Central America, accord- 
ing to history, sighted oné of these 
rich merchants dressed in gala at- 
tire and seated in the midst of a 
large canoe with his merchandise 
piled about him, while twenty-five 
men busied themselves at the oars. 
They were bound for “the Lord 
only knows where.” A few years 
later the Mayas were living in sim- 
ple villages and had _ forgotten 
about the great days of their past, 
but their civilization had lasted 
more than a thousand years. Al- 
though they had forgotten what 
they had once known, their civili- 
zation was not lost for the Aztecs 
in Mexico borrowed from them 
many of their ways and did great 
things in the way of building stone 
cities with pyramids and temples, 
etc., but never reached the heights 
of the Mayas. The Aztec kingdom 
was overthrown by the Spanish 
forces during the conquest of Mex- 
ico. As strange as it may seem, we 
are turning back to the Mayan 
style of architecture since the 
Mayan temple was reproduced for 
the World’s Fair at Chicago. Par- 
ticulurly is this so in the rebuilding 
of Long Beach, Calif. since the de- 
structive earthquake of 1933. 

Well the poor Mayas are still on 
the tramp, dwelling in huts of 
grass, bamboo, sticks, mud, etc. I 
see thousands of them daily, both 
men and women, swarming about 
the streets, up and down the roads, 
everywhere, going in a trot carry- 
ing loads upon their heads and 
backs that horses should bear. 
Poor souls, bound by superstition 
and in sin, waiting for some one to 
tell them the story of Jesus and 
His love. 

I could say a great deal about 
what is being done by our mission- 
aries here and of the prospects for 
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other work, but I will save that for 
another time as I fear you will tire 
reading, so “adios” for the time. 
You will be hearing from me again, 
“Con favor de Dios.”

Rev. 19:19, 20, “I saw the beast. 
and the kings of the earth, and 
their armies, gathered together to 
make war against him that sat on 
the horse, and against his army. 
And the beast was taken, and with 
him the false prophet that wrought 
miracles before him, with which he 
deceived them that had _ received 
the mark of the beast, and them 
that worshipped his image. These 
both were cast alive in the lake of 
fire burning with brimstone.” 

Dan. 7:27, “The kingdom and 
dominion, and the greatness of his 
kingdom under the whole heaven, 
shall be given unto the people of 
the saints of the most High, whose 
kingdom is an everlasting king- 
dom, and all dominions shall serve 
and obey him.” 

Isa. 45:2, 3, “And I will go be- 
fore thee, and make crooked paths 
straight: and I will break in pieces 
the gates of brass, and cut in sun- 
der the bars of iron: I will give 
thee the treasures of darkness, and 
hidden riches of secret places, that 
thou mayest know that I, the 
Lord, which call thee by thy name, 
am the God of Israel.” Isa. 13:12, 
“IT will make a man more precious 
than fine gold; even a man than 
the gold wedge of Ophir.” 

Psa. 47:6-9, “Sing praises to 
God, sing praises: sing praises un- 
to our king, sing praises. For God 
is the King of all the earth: sing 
ye praises with understanding. 
God reigneth over the heathen: 
God sitteth upon the throne of his 
holiness .The princes oj the people 
are gathered together, even the 
people of the God of Abraham: for 
the shields of the earth belong un- 
to God: he is greatly exalted.” 

Psa. 72:2-4, “He shall judge thy 
people with righteousness, and 
thy poor with judgment; The 
mountains shall bring peace to the 
people, and little hills, by right- 
eousness.” V. 8, “He shall have 
dominion also from sea tc sea, and 
from the river unto the end of the 
earth” V. 9. “They that dwell in 
the wilderness shall bow before 
him: and his enemies shall lick 
the dust.” V. 11, “Yea, all kings 
shall fall down before him: all na- 
tions shall serve him. For he shall 
deliver the needy when he crieth, 
and the poor also, and him that 
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hath no helper.” V. 17, ‘“ His name 
shall endure for ever: his name 
shall be continued as long as the 
sun: and men shall be blessed in 
him: and all nations shall call him 
blessed.” 

Psa. 85:11-18, “Truth shall 
spring out of the earth; and right- 
eousness shall look down from 
heaven. Yea, the Lord shall give 
that which is good; and our land 
shall yield her increase. Righteous- 
ness shall go before him; and shall 
set us in the way of his steps.” 

Psa. 102:18-21, “This shall be 
written for the generations to 
come; and the people which shall 
be created shall praise the Lord. 
For he hath looked down from the 
height of his sanctuary: from hea- 
ven did the Lord behold the earth: 
to hear the groaning of the pri- 
soners; and to loose those that are 
appointed to death; to declare the 
name of the Lord in Zion; and his 
praise in Jerusalem.” 

Isa. 2:2-4, “And it shall come te 
pass in the last days, that the 
mountain of the Lord’s house shall 
be established in the top of the 
mountains, and shall be exalted 
above the hills; and all nations 
shall flow unto it. And many peo- 
ple shall go and say, Come ye, and 
let us go up to the mountain of 
the Lord, to the house of the God 
of Jacob; and he will teach us his 
ways, and we will walk in his 
paths: for out of Zion shall go 
forth the law, and the word of the 
Lord from Jerusalem. And he shall 
judge among the nations, and shall 
rebuke many people: and _ they 
shall beat their swords into plow- 
shares, and their spears into prun- 
ing-hooks: nation shall not lift up 
sword against nation, neither shall 
they learn war any more.” 

Many have taught that the first 
two verses of this last scripture 
applies to the church age but I am 
sure this applies to the millennial 
reign, and in this thousand years 
of peaceful reign we will have this 
fulfilled to the letter. . 

Isa. 11:2-9, “And the Spirit of 
the Lord shall rest upon him, the 
spirit of wisdom and understand- 
ing, the spirit of counsel and 
might, the spirit of knowledge and 
of the fear of the Lord; and shall 
make him of quick understanding 
and the fear of the Lord; and he 
shall not judge after the sight of 


his eyes nor reprove after the 
hearing of his ears: but with 
righteousness shall he judge the 


poor, and reprove with equity for 
the meek of the earth: and he shall 
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smite the earth with the rod of his 
mouth, and with the breath of his 
lips shall he slay the wicked.” I am 
sure this verse refers to His com- 
ing to destroy all sin and to set 
up everlasting righteousness. “And 
righteousness shall be the girdle of 
his loins, and faithfulness the gir- 
dle of his reins; The wolf also 
shall dwell with the lamb, and the 
leopard shall lie down with the 
kid; and the calf and the young 
lion and the fatling together: and 
a little child shall lead them. And 
the cow and the bear shall feed; 
their young ones shall lie down to- 
gether: and the lion shall eat straw 
like the ox. And the sucking child 
shall play on the hole of the asp, 
and the weaned child shall put his 
hand on the cockatrice’ den. They 
shall not hurt nor destroy in all my 
holy mountain: for the earth shall 
be full of the knowledge of the 
Lord, as the waters cover the sea.” 


Isa. 25:9, “And it shall be said in 
that day, Lo, this is our God; we 
have waited for him, and he will 
save us: this is the Lord; we have 
waited for him, we will be glad and 
rejoice in his salvation.” 


Isa. 35:1-10, “The wilderness 
and the solitary place shall be glad 
for them; and the desert shall re- 
joice, and blossom as the rose. It 
shall blossom abundantly, and re- 
joice even with joy and singing; 
the glory of Lebanon shall be giv- 
en unto it, the excellency of Car- 
mel and Sharon, they shall see the 
glory of the Lord, and the excel- 
lency of our God. Strengthen ye 
the weak hands, and confirm the 
feeble knees. Say to them that are 
of a fearful heart, Be strong, fear 
not: behold, your God will come 
and with vengeance, even the God 
with a recompence; he will come 
and save you. Then the eyes thot 
are blind shall be opened, and the 
ears of the deaf shall be unstopped. 
Then shall the lame man leap as 
an hart, and the tongue of the 
dumb sing: for in the wilderness 
shall waters break out, and 
streams in the desert. And _ the 
parched ground shall become a 
pool, and the thirsty land streams 
of waters: in the habitation of 
dragons, where each lay, shall be 
grass with reeds and rushes. And 
an highway shall be there, and a 
way, and it shall be called The way 
of holiness; the unclean shall not 
pass over it; but it shall be for 
those: the wayfaring men, though 
fools, shall not err therein. No 
lion shall be there, nor any raven- 
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ous beast shall go up thereon, It 
shall not be found there; but the 
redeemed shall walk there: and the 
ransomed of the Lord shall return, 
and come to Zion with song and 
everlasting joy upon their heads: 
they shall obtain joy and gladness, 
and sorrow and sighing shall flee 
away.” 

It has been taught by many that 
this has taken place in the church 
age. I will admit that you) must 
have the blessing in your heart and 
great preparation must be made 
for this thousand years of peace 
and joy, but these scriptures will 
be fulfilled in their entirety at the 
coming of Jesus, when He shall 
set up His peaceful reign. 

Zech. 8:10-12, “Before these 
days there was no hire for man, 
nor any hire for beast; neither was 
there any peace to him that went 
out and came in because of the 
affliction: for I set all men every 
one against his neighbor.

GOD CARES FOR ELIJAH 


TEXT: 1 Kings 17:1-7; 19:1-8—MEMORY VERSE: Matt. 6:32, 33. 
TIME: During the reign of Ahab, who ruled about 874-853 B. C. 
PLACE: Various places in Palestine, including the desert south of Beersheba. 
GOLDEN TEXT: For your heavenly Father knoweth that ye have need of all 


these things.—Matt. 6:32. 


LEADING THOUGHT: God has always cared for those who fully trusted Him. 


LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 


ELIJAH THE PROPHET 

V. 1.“And Elijah the Tishbite.” The name 
means “My God is Jehovah,” also call- 
ed Tishbite perhaps because he was born 
in the town of Tishbeh in Galilee. “Who 
was of the inhabitants of Gilgal.” Gilgal 
was a rough, mountainous forest region 
east of the Jordan where perhaps Elijah 
had moved from Galilee. His life in af- 
ter years as a prophet was spent in like 
manner as it perhaps had been in the 
rugged mountains of Gilead. “And said 
unto Ahab.” He appeared suddenly on 
the scene without introduction as sud- 
denly as he disappeared at the end of 
his career. Of his family and livelihood 
we know nothing, but that his faith 
merited special provision and food from 
heaven is recorded in Holy Writ. “As 
the Lord God of Israel liveth.” These are 
the first words of Elijah’s message and 
the first time such language is recorded 
in its full meaning. He asserts that Je 
hovah and not Baal is the God of the 
Israelites. “Before whom I stand.” He 
regarded himself as standing before the 
throne of God as the slaves of the east 
stood before their masters, see 1 Kings 
1:28; 1 Sam. 3:1; Luke 1:19. “There 
shall not be dew nor rain these years, 
but according to my word.” His word 
must be regarded as Jehovah’s’ word. 
The dew was most necessary to vegeta- 
ble life. He announces as in effect the 
plague of famine as a punishment for 
idolatry mentioned in Deut, 11:16, 17; 
28:23; Lev. 26:19. He came forward as 
the vindicator to restore the law of Je- 
hovah. Such a prophecy was a direct 
challenge to Baal who was supposed to 
be the God of the natural world and was 
supposed to have had charge of rain. 
Thus he proves to Israel thru the three 
vears of famine without rain that such a 
god does not exist and later secures rain 
in answer to prayer from the God of 
Israel, 

V. 2. “And the word of the Lord 
came unto him, saying.” The manner in 
which his word was received we are not 
told. He simply begins his ministry by 
issuing the prediction of awful famine. 

V. 3. “Get thee hence, and turn thee 
eastward.” Perhaps returning to the land 
from whence he came. “And hide thyself 
by the brook Cherith.” His conversation 
with Ahab possibly took place in Sama- 


ria. He returns to the brook Cherith 
which means “cut” or “gorged.” Perhaps 
a flowing mountain stream east of the 
Jordan before one would enter Pales- 
tine. 

JEHOVAH’S CARE FOR ELIJAH 

V. 4.—‘‘And it shall be, that thou shalt 
drink of the brook.” The supply of wa- 
ter was not miraculous as it later dried 
up. “And I have commanded the ravens 
to feed thee there.” The word “ravens” 
is translated from the Hebrew word 
“orebim” meaning “orbaites” or inhabi- 
tants of Orbo. Ravens of the air perhaps 
inhabitated this land but according to 
Deut. 14:14 they were unclean and 
therefore unsuitable to supply food. Some 
interpreters believe that the orebim re 
ferred to the “dwellers in steppes” or 
Arabs who furnished the prophet his 
supply of food. 

V. 5. “So he went and did according 
unto the word of the Lord.” The prophet 
though from an obscure and rugged 
life yields himself unto perfect obedience 
of the commands of Jehovah. “For he 
went and dwelt by the brook Cherith, 
that is before Jordan.” He might have 
preferred other places which he might 
have known, he nevertheless goes as 
bidden of the Lord. 

V. 6. “And the ravens brought him 
bread and flesh in the morning, and 
bread and flesh in the evening.” It is be- 
lieved by some authors as stated under 
verse 4, that the ravens were not birds 
but men, yet other interpreters think 
that they were fowls of the air. “And he 
drank of the brook.” As the brook was 
dependent on nature for its supply and 
was therefore without worry, even so 
Elijah drank of the broox and trusted 
his God. 

Vv. 7. “And it came to pass after a 
while, that the brook dried up, because 
there had been no rain in the land.” Per- 
haps Elijah spent two years out of the 
three and one-half by the brook. After the 
brook had failed Elijah God was his con- 
stant supply and guide. 

I Kings 19:1-8 
THE THREAT OF JEZEBEL 

“And Ahab told Jezebel all that Elijah 
had done.” That is, concerning the offer- 
ing of sacrifices on Mt. Carmel, the 
slaying of the prophets of Baal, and of 
the expected rain according to the word 
of Elijab “And withal how he had slain 
all the prophets with the sword.” That

is, the prophets of Baal 450 and the pro- 
phets of the grove 400. 

V. 2.—“Then Jezebel sent a messenger 
unto Elijah.” Possibly insisting that he 
come to her. “Saying, So let the gods do 
to me, and more also.” She _ perhaps 
speaks in reference to the divinities of 
Phoenicia as she would hardly sware by 
the God of Elijah and of Israel. “If I 
make not thy life as the life of one of 
them by to morrow about this. time.” 
She no doubt actually intended to kill 
Elijah or possibly she only intended to 
scare him from the community, that 
Ahab and Israel might be free from his 
influence. 

Vv. 3. “And when he saw that.” That is, 
saw how matters stood, her anger, etc., 
and that his fight against idolatry was 
not entirely won. “He arose, and went 
for his life.” Possibly worn by his task 
at Carmel] and fasting and prayer, he de- 
cided to flee hurriedly. He suffered at 
least a temporary relapse of faith. “And 
came to Beer-sheba.” The well of the 
oath located in extreme southern Pales- 
tine about ninety-five miles from Jez- 
reel, about a two days’ journey. No doubt 
he fled there to commit his soul in keep- 
ing unto God. “Which belongeth to Ju- 
dah.” The wilderness and desert south of 
Beer-sheba belonged to Simeon which 
was perhaps at this time associated with 
Judah. “And left his servant there.” 
Some contend that the servant was the 
son of the widow of Zarephath and that 
he was left in Beer-sheba. 

Vv. 4. “But he himself went a day’s 
journey into the wilderness.” He was 
possibly headed for Horeb the mount of 
God. “And came and sat down under a 
juniper tree.” “A plant known to the 
Arabs as ‘retem’ or the broom,” the 
most longed for and most welcome bush 
of the desert, abundant in beds of 
streams and valleys where spots for 
camping are “elected, where men _ sit 
down and sleep in order to be protected 
against wind and sun.” They were abun- 
dant in the deserts. “And he requested 
for himself that he might die.” He does 
not commit suicide, he is the prophet of 
the Lord. “And said, It is enough; now, 
O Lord, take away my life; for I am not 
better than my fathers.” Many of us 
think our work is finished long before 
it is, and long to go home, The prophet 
thinks of all the forefathers who have 
passed on and requests that he may join 
them. 

V. 5. “And as he lay and slept under 
a juniper tree.” Sleep always brings rest 
to the weary soul. “Behold, then an an- 
gel touched him.” Not the angel of death 
as he desired but the messenger of the 
Lord. “And said unto him, Arise and 
eat.” He had possibly eaten little or 
nothing since leaving Jezreel. He was 
in need of physical nourishment as well 
as spiritual nourishment and God who 
watches over and provides for the spir- 
itual has also provided for the physical. 

V. 6. “And he looked, and _ behold.” 
Surprised at the meal provided from an 
unseen source, “There was a cake baken 
on the coals.” That kind of cake as 
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baked by the nomadic desert tribes, baked 
in a rude oven constructed in sand or 
soil. “And a cruse of water at his head.” 
Possibly the savour of the meal passed 
toward him. “And he did eat and drink, 
and laid him down again.” His former 
sleep and the food did not properly rest 
the overwrought prophet. 

Vv. 7. “And the angel of the Lord 
came again the second time, and touched 
him.” God will see to it that we will not 
sleep too long if we will but hear his 
voice, and He will send His messengers 
again and again to minister unto us. 
“And said, Arise and eat.” Possibly he 
had eaten little the first time. “Because 
the journey is too great for thee.” The 
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distance from Beer-sheba to Horeb was 
about two hundred miles. 

V. 8. “And he arose, and did eat and 
drink, and went in the strength of that 
meat forty days and forty nights unto 
Horeb the mount of God.” Horeb is catl- 
ed the mount of God because the Lord 
there revealed the Law to Moses and re- 
newed the Abrahamic covenant with the 
Israelitish people. The prophet wandered 
forty days and nights in the wilderness 
where Moses had spent forty years with 
the children of Israel where they were 
sustained with angels’ food, Psa. 78:25. 
Both Moses and Elijah were precursors 
of the Lord Jesus in a forty days and 
nights’ fast.
